had attended "A Rebirth of Freedom” meeting held at the Broad- 
wood Hotel, Philadelphia, Saturday, 6/11/55, under 'the auspices 
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of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee , The Informant 
fiipnished an oral report at that time concerning this affa±n-i__. 
which was subsequently reduced to a written report by SA | I 

This report was exhibited to the Informant on 6/2l/^$ and after 
reading same, he. attested to its accviracy and initialed 

This rep ort is maintained in Philadelphia Pile 

and it is as follows; 



"Jvine 21, 1955 

”l attended *A Rebirth of Freedom’ meeting held at 
the Broadwood Hotel, Philadelphia, Saturday, June 11, 

1955» under the auspices of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, 

”l arrived at the Broadwood -at about 11:45 a,m, 
and attended the Porum on ’Orthodoxy, Heresy and the 
Individual Conscience.’ This forum was attended by 
approximately JO people. Dr, ROYAL ¥, PRANCE acted as 
Moderator, and the featured speakers were Mrs. EDITH 
HXJRLEY, and WILLIAM GAILMOR. 

"Mrs, Gi-iRL BRADEN from Louisville, Kentucky, spoke 
briefly regarding the case of ANDREW WADE IV, a Negro 
who purchased a home in a white neighborhood just outside 
of Louisville. WADE’s home was bombed June 2J, 1954* 

Mrs. BRADEN discussed the background of this case briefly, 
pointed out that such incidents were lnten<ied to engender 
fear, and concluded that people should not allow themselves 
to be so intimidated as they could gain and achieve nothing 
if dominated by fear. 

"Mrs. EDITH HURLEY then spoke on the subject ’In- 
dividual Conscience As A Guide.’ HURLEY, an Episcopalian 
laywoman, characterized Conscience as a ’Growing Thing, ’ 
defined it as the ability to differentiate between 
right and wrong. She stated that individual concepts 
of right and wrong differ, criticised that concept which 
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"holds that the right end justifies the means. She cited 
HITLER as an advocate of this latter concept, and declared 
that her personal ^concept of right was ’that is right 
which is for the unity of all people,’ She explained 
that her concept was simply ’that everything which is 
said anddDne, should take into consideration all of the 
people, and not just a part of them.’ 

"The next speaker was WILLIiU. GAILMOR, an accomplished 
and powerful speaker. GAILMOR was formerly a newspaper 
man and a radio commentator in New York, is presently a 
Hospital Executive and apparently quite active in a group 
called ’Religion In Action. ’ He prefaced his remarks 
with an anecdote concerning a young Negro boy who was 
stopped by a white Minister of a Church in the South as 
he climbed the steps to the Church, The Minister asked 
the boy why he was there,, and when he replied that he 
wanted to pray to God, the Minister told him the Church 
was only for white people and ordered him to leave. The 
young Negro returned to the Church about a week later, 
was again intercepted by the Minister who reminded him 
he could not enter the Church. The young Negro explained 
that this time he had not come to the Church to pray, but 
to tell the Minister of a dream he had. According to the 
yo\mg Negro, he had been upset when the Minister refused 
him admission to the Church, and when he went to sleep 
that night he dreamt that God appeared to him, told him 
not to be upset over the incident, as even He, God, was 
unable to gain admission to that particular church. 

"GAILMOR then commenced presentation of his dis- 
cussion on ’Health and Freedom of Expression.’ He stated 
that freedom of expression had a definite relationship 
to physical heath, that research in hospitals has definitely 
proven that emotional disturbances can be an efficient 
cause of ill health. He quoted from the words of Job to 
emphasize this, pointing out that Job had declared ’I 
will speak, and I will feel better.’ GAILMOR added that 
psychiatrists are busy today only because people have 
no one to talk to, or no one will listen to them, or 
else they are fearful of expressing themselves because 
such expression may result in their losing their jobs, or 
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’’have an adverse effect on taeir position in society. 

He said that the same was true of the Priost in the 
Confessional, that people confessed their sins to gain 
relief, and that the theory of Confession was simply 
that purgation -is good for the soul. 

"GAIIMOR then cited his own case as one in point, 
stating that one doctor had warned him that he would 
have to stop speaking at political rallies or he would harm 
his heart. Subsequently another Doctor told him that if 
he enjoyed speaking at such rallies, then by all means he 
should do so. GAIIMOR stated that during the period he 
refrained from speaking at rallies he felt poorly, but 
once he resumed this practice, he felt wonderful. He 
explained this in medical terms by pointing out that 
exertion with pleasure causes the blood vessels to dilate, 
while exertion without pleasure caused such vessels to 
restrict. Consequently blood pressure is governed by 
restrictions.'* or prohibitions placed on the Individual, 

As an extension of this thought, GAILMOR stated that 
Conscience is also governed by restrictions or prohibitions 
that Conscience today is restricted or bound by fear of 
politics, and the fear of free expression. He added that 
freedom of expression is non existent in the current era, 
pointing out that physicians are afraid td express their 
true views because of the threat that if they express 
unpopular or non conforming political views, they subject 
themselves to the indignity of being drafted into the 
Amed Forces as privates. Likewise men of ability in 
other fields, particularly in science, are reluctant to 
express themselves because of similar action which can 
be taken against them. Many of the scientists engaged 
in work for the Atomic Energy Commission loathe the work 
they are doing, but have no other choice available to them. 
In addition other men of genius are not even being used 
in their fields because they have been subjected to 
character assassination characteristic of the cijrrent 
»¥itch Hunts . » GAILMOR added that against this background, 
the American people are also being plagued by the fact that 
the Government is usurping sci^'ntific functions. In this 
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“connection GAILMOR stated that Dr. SCHELEE, of the U.S. 
Public Health Service had publicly stated that the recent 
difficulties regarding the Salk Polio Vaccine were due 
to the fact that the Drug Companies had opposed close 
control- of the vaccine by the Government because such 
control tended towards socialized medicine. Paced with 
this obvious contradiction of his previous statement that 
the Government was usurping scientific funtions, GAILMOR 
declared that the Government steps into such matters when 
it shouldn't, and does not step in when it should. Com- 
menting further, GAILMOR stated that the United States 
had one of the 'rottenest national health units in the 
world' as proven by the appal ing number of rejections, 
because of physical infirmities, among the young men 
subject to drafting into the Armed Forces, GAILMOR con- 
cluded by stating that the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee was the health giving factor of our time since 
it was fighting for freedom of expression. 

"in the discussion period that followed, an un- 
identified male rose and stated that he was opposed to 
the Eisenhower Religious Crusade and the Injection of 
God into the Oath of Allegiance. He explained that he 
did not object to religion as such, but that he felt 
many agnostics and atheists who wanted to pledge allegiance 
were prevented from doing so because of the religious 
ramifications entailed. 

"Another individual asked Mrs . HURLEY if the Old 
Testament would in her opinion be acceptable for use in 
the Public Schools. HURLEY replied that she personally 
objected to the recitation of the 'Lords Prayer' in the 
Public Schools each day. She added that whereas this 
practice was acceptable in private schools where children 
were enrolled with the imder standing they would receive 
such instruction, it definitely had no place in the Public 
School system. 

"WILLIAPl GAILMOR then commented that while there are 
no concentration camps in the U.S, as such, loyalty oaths 
represent a form of concentration camp. In commenting 
again on the health of the Nation, GAILMOR stated t hat 
the failure of many youths to pass draft physicals was 
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’’due to the fact that parents either overprotected or 
underprotected their children, raised them as neurotics, 
hypochondriacs. He added that many of these individuals 
after their rejection for service in the Armed Forces, 
obtain positions in the Government in which they formulate 
Government policy. 

’’Another unidentified individual rose and stated that 
in his opinion the recitation of the 'Lords Prayer* in 
the Public Schools asSianed that Christianity was the 
best religion. He stated he felt this had not been 
proven, that there were many more non-Christians than 
Christians in the world, and that this assumption that 
Christianity was superior led to a certain amount of 
intolerance , 

”At this point REBECCA MINDEL spoke concerning her 
husband JACOB MINDEL currently serving a two year sentence 
following his conviction under the Smith Act. She told 
of MINDEL* s poor health, his advanced age, and the hazard 
of imprisonment to his life, and when she became quite 
emotional. Dr. PRANCE interrupted her, stated that he was 
a great admirer of JACOB MINDEL and urged those in attendance 
to write letters to the Federal Parole Board urging that 
MINDEL be paroled. PRANCE also urged that similar letters 
be sent on behalf of PHIL PRANKPELD. The Porum was then 
concluded. 

”At 2 p.m, a symposium of the Moderators of the 
Forms held in the morning was held in the ballroom of 
the Hotel. HARVEY O’CONNOR acted as Chairman, and 
introduced I. P. STONE as the ‘greatest reporter of our 
times . * 

’’STONE STommarized the Porum on 'The Politics of 
Pear.* In his remarks he stated that, the issue of 
Communism had been used to fan the flames and create 
*The Politics of Pear.' He added that shortly after 
the war, the Chamber of Commerce created the 'boogey man* 
of Communism, fanned public opinion to Pear Communism. 

He expressed the opinion however that .'we were now over 
the hump, and the worst was over.* He declared that 
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’’paradoxically Senator JOSEPH MCCARTHY, who had been 
selected to lead the Anti-Comm\mist drive, dealt the death 
blow to the reign of ‘The Politics of Pear.’ STOWE ex- 
plained that McCarthy roused the American peoples* sense 
of righteousness and fair play because of his mderhanded 
tactics and emotional approach to the Issue, and once 
aroused the American people saw through the ’The Politics 
of Pear. * He concluded that the large umbers in attendance 
at the Conference attested to the fact that the American 
people were no longer afraid, would no longer be intimidated, 

”Dr, ROYAL PRAWCE in his summation stated that this 
coxmtry likes religion only so long as religion deals with 
the next world. However when it comes to applying the 
Christian concepts to our everyday lives, then religion 
is shunned. He cited the allegations made that many 
clergymen were Communists, and stated t hat only one. 

Reverend CLAUDE WILLIAMS, had admitted that he had been a 
member of the Communist Party* 

’’LEONARD B. BOUDIN was introduced as the chief counsel 
for Dr. OTTO NATHAN, executor for the late ALBERT EINSTEIN. 
(Dr, NATHAN was himself present on the platform, but did 
not speak.) BOUDIN stated that one of the great difficulties 
today was that the American people took statements of 
the Secretary of State and other Government officials to 
be law. He added that such statements were actually only 
individml opinions, and pointed out that when the case 
of Dr, NATHAN was brought up to the Courts, the Comts 
rebuked the Secretary of State, 

”He counselled the group to the effect that *We can 
move forward by taking advantage of the changing times 
and thereby we can change the times, * 

”Dr, BROADUS MITCHELL, professor at Rutgers, stated 
that *we must not erect a tyranny in this country, ’ He 
added that too many people in science and the teaching 
profession have been crushed, and cautioned that leaders 
should not be tampered with. He added that it should be 
remembered by all that ’those who have genius to lead 
express the impulses of others who are incapable of 
expression. ’ 
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"LOUIS L. REDDING, Negro, comsel for MDE and BRADEN, 
stated that Civil Rights were not necessarily Civil 
Liberties, He explained that freedom of expression and 
religion are Civil Liberties, and when used they becort© 
Civil Rights. He expressed the opinion that ’we are 
gaining ground by leaps and bounds,’ 

"GOLDIE ViIATSON then spoke very briefly, mentioning 
her contempt citation. Her remarks wore not significant, 

"Senator WILLIAM LANGER (R -ND) then spoke. LANGER 
identified himself as Chairman of Senate Judiciary Sub- 
committee on Constitutional Rights, recounted how he had 
obtained a !|50>000 allottment to look into ’disorders’ 
in the Civil Rights field. The point of his address was 
..simply that it was his firm conviction that each and 
every American citizen had the right to invoke '-any amend-

conformist, stated that as a result he had himself been 
arrested l8 times. He added that he was the Head of a 
Committee on Investigation of Prisons, assured Mrs. WATSON 
that should she be sent to a Federal Prison she would. find 
conditions in such a prison to be good. He assured WATSON 
that he would visit her if she were sent to Prison.

’’The conference was called the 'Rebirth of Free- 
dom Conference and was divided into five parts. 

’’Forum 1: Subject 'The Politics of Pear.' The 

entire morning audience attended. It was held in the 
North Poirest Room, 6th floor. Moderator; I. P. STONE, 
editor, I, P, STONE Weekly. 

’’1st speaker was to have been PRANK DONNER but 
due to illness of his wife he was not present. ROYAL 
¥. PRANCE took his place. His topic; 'Informers as a 
Means of Suppression.' Mr. PRANCE denounced and ridi- 
culed the Informer system, naming names of chief pub- 
Icized informers, calling them the most despicable of 
characters and calling for support in making investi- 
gating Committee and Agencies do away with this system 
and making it compulsory that accusers face the accused. 

’’2nd speaker; Mr. ERNEST MAZEY of the UAW-CIO, 
topic: Sedition laws and labor, told how sedition laws, 
the Smith Act and the Walter McCarron Act had weeded 
out the most militant and most intelligent Trade Union- 
ists from Labor Union leadership and weakened.- Trade 
Union leadership with less intelligent leadership. 

’’3rd speaker Mr. VICTOR RABINOWTIZ spoke on Sedi- 
tion Laws and Politics. 

’’Ij-th speaker; JOHN CARROL - topic; 'wire Tapping' 

He spoke on the illegality of the system, the 
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’’infringement of on individual right to privacy and 
the opposition to~~^he use of evidence gained in such 
manner to bring about convictions. To illustrate 
his point concerning 'Wire Tapping and the Informer 
system, he told the story of a little colored boy, 
who one day ran into the house and told his mother 
there was a Lion in the yard. His mother reprimanded 
him for not telling the truth. He insisted there was 
a Lion in the yard. His mother went out to investi- 
gate. She saw a large Dog. ’That’s not a Lion, it’s 
big dog. ’ She reprimanded her son again for telling 
' such a lie and sent him off to pray and ask God for- 

giveness. Shortly the boy returned to his mother and 
she asked had he prayed for forgiveness. He told his 
mother he had prayed, God had forgiven him but God 
had told him the dog was so big he thought it was a 
Lion himself. (This brought a roar of laughter from 
the audience . ) 

”5th speaker? Mrs. CARL BRADEN, wife of CARL 
BRADEN, who is in jail in Louisville, Kentucky pending 
the raising of |>I|.0,000 bail, Mrs, BRADEN came to the 
meeting to get financial help from the people of Phila- 
delphia. She is out on hp 15,000 bail she stated. In 
her appeal she told the* audience that her husband’s 
only crime was to buy a home for a "homeless Negro 
veteran and his family and at that time there had been 
no new housing units built for Negroes for many years 
• and housing and living conditions among Negroes was 
most deplorable. She told the background story of 
the Louisville Travesty - as the case is called. She 
told the audience that their suffering had not been 
in vain as the South is now making progress towards 
a more democratic way of life. Many new housing units 
have gone up in Louisville, Negroes have been able 
to buy some very nice home-s, there had been de - se gre gate d 
job openings and general desegregation in all phases 
of life in Louisville and throughout the South. 
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’’Mrs. BRADEN’S speech ended the speaking in 
Forum 1 and there was a brief question period: 

"MAX MILimN asked of Mr. ERNEST MAZEY of the 
TJxAW-CIO What effect did Sedition laws have on Labor 
Unions. He answered: They had served to weaken the 

effectiveness of Labor Unions. (In effect.) 

"A tall, dark colored raan got up to ask a ques- 
tion of Mrs. CARL BRilDEN, but made a very emotional 
speech instead. His neme I did not catch. He said 
he was from ’that Hell Hole, Pittsbur g, Pa,’ He 
stated that he was glad that Mrs. BR«,\DEN could report 
progress toward democracy in the South. He had been 
brought up in the South and he never knew when he got 
up in the morning whether or not he would be lynched 
before night or whether when he went to bed at night, 
whether or not he would be dragged out of his bed and 
lynched before morning. 

"Mrs. REBECCA MINDEL, wife of JACOB MINDEL made 
an. appeal to the audience to write letters to the 
Federal Parole Board to help win a parole for her 73s 
years old husband who is seriously ill in prison. 

She explained in detail his physical condition. 

"JAMES KUTCHER, legless veteran made an appeal 
for funds and help in his fight to win justice in his 
case against the Government for his firing on loyalty 
charges a few years ago. 

"Mr. JOHN CARROLL appealed for loans of |>500 or 
more from as many as possible in order to raise the 
$il.0,000 bail for CARL BRADEN of the 'Louisville Travesty’ 
case .

“I attended Forum i|-. Mrs. GOLDIE WATSON took 
as her topic; 'Must Teachers he Informers.' Mrs. WATSON 
stated that this was a repeat speech. She had made 
the same speech before a similar conference of the 
ECLC in New York City - and had thrown her notes away, 
therefore she was not too sure of what she had said 
there . 



“Mrs, WATSON denounced the Velde Hearings in Phila- 
delphia and declared that informers who were the Icwest 
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’’breed of humanity had now become heros and first class 
citizens. She stated that the Mew York Board of Edu- 
cation had made, as a condition of employment; teachers 
must inform on other teachers any knowledge they might 
have of membership in, or associations with any of 
the co-called subversive organizations, or else be 
fired. j+O had refused to do so. She deplored the 
fact tha.t the best teachers, teachers who had fought 
for smaller classes, better and more recreational cen- 
ters and who were most active in the Teachers Union 
and who loved the children they t ought were thrown 
out of the School System. 

’’DANIEL S. GILMOR - topic; Sterilizing Arts. 

His speech was dry, delivjred in a monotone and such 
soft tones that at tim- s ne was scarcely audible, ‘The 
gist of his speech was bhat sedition laws did not ef - 
fect artist as much as other fields or endeavor. He 
suffered from a throat ailment, which greatly impaired 
the audibility of his voice, 

’’Prof. JOHN CMDI - topic; 'Punishment of Inde- 
pendence.' Prof. CIARDI- very good speaker, humerous , 
kept audience in roar of laughter throughout his 
speech. He said that suppression had not invaded the 
Arts and that Artist wore less subject to conformity 
than teachers, especially poots, musicians and painters. 
He stated the poet is free, if he can sell good poetry, 
the public prefers the dribble they get in the Satur- 
day Evening Post, He said that one of the very few 
times he had suffered because of his beliefs any infringe 
ment of his rights was when he wanted to enter the Air 
Force and was turned down. He was glad, he stated, 
that he was turned down because all the crew who would 
have flown with him were killed in the first flight. 

So if they only wanted Democrats and Republicans to 
die, he was very happy to live, 

”Dr. RUTMAN, Scientist who was in the audience 
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’’rose and asked to say something about conformity 
and its effect on Scientist. He stated that it was 
impossible for a scientist to do his best when he 
was throttled and restricted as to travel, study and 
research. He illustrated at length this point. 

’’Question period: A Negro painter, JOHN WILLIAMS, 

slightly bald (apparently prematurely) disagreed with 
Prof. CIARDI, that the Artist is free from conformity. 

He stated that a painter ib not free to paint subjects 
as he sees and feels them. They will not sells and 
he finds he can not make a living. 

’’CI-'iRDI'S answer was that many a poet, painter 
or composer has dies before his works became popular 
and accepted. People h'^’.vo to be educated and it takes 
time for acceptance and appreciation which has nothing 
to do with conformity. 

’’FRITZ JENNINGS also disagreed on the same point 
and explained that works were not accepted is an in- 
dication that peoples mind accept only that which con - 
form to the times. 

’’CIARDI tried to prove his point further by 
pointing out that any Artist is a fool to think he 
can make a living at his work in hi s time , the cases^ 
are few - one example of the few who have made a living 
during his life time, was GEORGE ffiRNARD SHAW. He 
read a poem he had written about SHAW after his death. 

’’JESS GET (?), editor of the York Gazette was also 
in disagreement, but his objections were beside the 
point because he took the position, that dribble does 
sell, his example being his own paper. 

’’The General meeting, 2 p.m. to 5 (which 

ended nearer 5*30 p.m.) was held in the Forest Ballroom, 
l|.th floor.

’’1st speaker, LOUIS L. REDDING, Attorney on the 
Legal Committee for the NAACP read his speech, he 
said to prevent guessing and misquotes in the event 
it would be used against him, he could always give 
them -his wiritten speech. 

”He talked at length of the CARL BRADEN case, 
the Delaware case and told the story of the Louisville 
Travesty as he was Counsel for VjADE the Negro veteran 
in the case. 

’’The moderator of the morning slimmed up the dis- 
cussions of the morning. 

’’WILLIAM GAILMOR took up the collection. Mr. 
PICKERING introduced Senator LANGER. 

’’Senator LANGER told GOLDIE WATSON in his speech, 
she need not worry about indictment and imprisonment 
(jokingly) because he was on the Committee of Federal 
Prisons and he knew whore the best ones were. He 
also had been arrested and Investigated, and in fact 
it took fifteen months before he -was seated as Senator. 
He read lengthy excerpts from the May 2nd Songressional 
record in which ho had caused to be inserted the pro- 
posals and/or brief of the ECLC. He said he was from 
the most liberal state in the Union, North Dakota and 
his people were back of him. They had elected him 
Governor of his State and three times elected him Sena- 
tor. 



”He praised the ECLC for its good work. Condemned 
the Informer system, and pledged to draft a bill to 
make it compulsory that the accuser must face the 
accused. He stated that he hoped that there would be 
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'‘many more such meetings and conferences of the ECLC 
in all the principal cities in all the i}.8 states. 

"He came back after his speech to give GOLDIE 
WATSON’S Dress Shop a ’plug.’

'’Morning meeting; HARVEY O’COMHOR . This is the first large meeting outside 
Mew York* Our National Chairman is a Rliode Island man* The. committee was for*- 
med in the face of a real emergency when the UoS* Supreme Court upheld the 
Smith Act. This event represents the decay into which the idea of civil liber- 
had fallen and the ECLC was formed to combat it* The Smith act condemned large 
numbers of people in this country to the status of second grade citizens; the 
ECLC is dedicated to the proposition that there shall be no 2nd class citizens 
in America. This act assures you that you will be hanged, but after due pro- 
cess of law; but you will be just as dead as if there had been no such process* 
We insist that every American ^tizen baa the right to have his own ideas and 
beliefs and the right to join any organization he wants to and to associate 
with any one he wants to. When I was a boy in Minnesota, people never could 
have imagined that such an act as the Smith act could exist, they never 
could have thought that we could lose our rights as free American citizens. 

Now, I will introduce our moderator; he is a newspaper man, he was on the 
Hiila. Record, but now he has his own paper and is his own staff; he is a 
good business man, too- Mr. I. F. STONE. 

-’^■'^^TONE* there are very few first class American citizens now; at least 
‘95^^1f‘S‘‘“second class citizens idxo can’t belong to organizations or go to meet- 
ings they want to or call their lives their own* We want to make everyone a 
1st class citizen. We are being fed on the notion that Ibis great country can 
best be served by being terrified of new and ’dangerous’ ideas. ROOSEVELT’S 
leadership was one of faith in the country and in the people and a willingness' 
to change and to move forward with the times. The terrors of our times are 
nothing new, before Communism, ■fchere were other things to be afraid of- other 
new ideas* The ewe for terror is courage; the present leaders are acting 
and encouraging Americans to act in a cowardly way. I shall call on VICTOR 
RABINOWITZj. 

l!Mr* RABINOWITZ* In 1947 TRUMAN initiated the loyalty tests for federal em- 
ployees. In 1948 a group of Communists were indiahted in New York for 
Eolation of the Smith Act and this started our fears. Now 50^ or 
more of the working population of the U.S. come in under the classification 
of those ex;posed to loyalty tests- members of armed ser'vices, government ent- 
pLoyees of all grades, teachers in public schools, workers in defense plants, 
arsenals, and ar^ number of others. More and more are condng under ■fche tests. 
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\11 this is part of the technique of spreading fear by a series of prosecu- 
tions for sedition and, in spite of doubts as to the validity of the Smith 
Act, prosecutions speeded up as BR0WI®1LL decided to defend the country by a 
series of indightments o All these inditements have the same pattern, they 
are the same all over the country and the sameness makes them even dull and 
boring; all of them featxire professional informers, speeches to the jury 
which hold a threat unless the defendant is convicted# Juries are scared and 
give no evidence of acting with independence# In the' ALGER HISS trial, the 
jury was divided and the names were all published in the papers; those who 
had not voted for conviction received threatening letters and lost their jobs 
and were ostracised; now all jxiries convict right off# But there is getting 
to be a shortage of victims, but the infonaers are many and people are in a 
state of terror not knowing who will be next# In 1950 in Pittsburgh, three 
residents were accused of violating the state sedition laws; the state sedi- 
tion laws are generally worse that the federal laws and the informers are 
more disreputable and the public hysteria is worse; look at the BRADEN case 
in Louisville, the NELSON case in Pa# cases in Mass# and in other states# In, 
Pa# the hateful sedition trials were among the first- look at the NELSON case^

just asking for a decent place to live in and all this fuss, just because 
some informer wants to be governor or U#S# senator; the situation is a mess# 

’ERNEST MAZEY. chm# of UAM, CIO of Michigan com# against anti-£ommunism, anti- 
iemitism, etc. There has been backsliding in the attitude of labor leaders; 
lihis began around time of 1st World War# The right to remain silent is threa- 
tened# The American heritage was built around the resistance to England and 
the building up a new economical system# Now we are living in a dying civili- 
'.ation and the struggle is between those ^dio want to go into a new economy and 
those who want to hold back in the old way and retard progress# Big business 
is softening up labor and fighting against a strong labor movement; they are 
trying to blind the labor leaders as what is really going on in the way of de- 
struction of civil liberties; the Taft-Hartley law is used to mask the wifch- 
iiunt; give a man a *fair trial* and then hang him# Labor and MCCARTHY# Labor 
leaders are cowardly# TRUMAN initiated the wtch-hunt and is now himself

uMrs. CARL BRADEN# Our case is an example of how bad things can get in the 
way of denial of civil liberties* In the oHer neighborhoods in Louisville, 
negroes and whites have lived together, but in the new housing developments 
there is segregation# A negro family wanted to live in a better neighborhood 
and asked my husband to get him a house in one. You all know the details, so 
1 won’t repeat. But it all resulted in my husband being in jail on a 15 year 
sentence and we cannot raise the ^>40,000 bond to get him out. We could, if 
people were not afraid to contribute; if they did, they might have their houses 
blown up or lose their jobs or be hurt in some other way# Now, all this didn’t 
happen by chance or by people who want to preserve segregation; it is a test 
case and an example of how to turn back the clock by attacking white people 
who help negroes and threatening them and making examples of them and call 
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them communists o But it isn’t going to work* The reign of terror in Louisville 
isn’t going to help in stopping progress; we have raised $25*000 toward ny 
husband’s bond and could easily get the rest if people weren’t afraid to give. 

To get vAiat they call white ’trouble-makers they think, will stop progress. 

^’Questions . Mrs. MINDEL said her husbaM, JACOB, was in jail for 2 years for 
being assused of being a communist. Asked people to write to Parole Boai\i to 
get him out of jail. Two years for him would be really a life sentence as he 
is 74 and ill. 

»Mr. JAMES KUTCHER. legless vetran. case running for 7 years; was fired under 
loyalty laws which were started by TRUMAN; case now in Fed. Dist. court. The 
witch-hunt began \uith the Smith Act in 1940 by ROOSEVELT. An organis^ labor 
movement is essential to roll back the witch-hunt. AIEXANDER WRIGHT (negro) 
of Pittsburg^, that ’hell-hole’ of segregatio n. Li ved in South before Smith Act 
and was always afraid of lynching and people \vere afraid to help negroes.

»Dr. BROAT^tr mttchet.T. of Rutgers, moderator, introduced Mrs. GOLDIE WATSON^., former 
Phila. school teacher, now of New York, vdio said. Spoke at meeting ^ N.Y. and 
then asked to give same address in Phila. To ask ’Must teachers be informers?’ is 
ridiculous, like asking if teachers must be liars or prostitutes, for instance. 

In the old days people would laugh, but now days we are ruled by men who have 
no statesmanship and so take refuge in persecution. Time was vhen informers 
were looked down uixin and ostracised . ’no place in heaven’ for them. But now 
they are 1st class citizens; they are heroes and go on speak^g tours because 
our moral standards have sunk so 3.ovt. Tlie 26 teachers in Phila. were dismissed 
because they would not cooperate with the Un— American Activities c^omm. , which 
was concerned with getting teachers to be informers. In N.Y. schools on March 
17th. willingness to inform was made a test of fitness to teach and turned the 
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school system into a spying organisation <■ just like a police state* Decision 
as to T^hat is relevant information rests mth the Sup*t* of Schools* Teachers 
want to feel secure, like anybody else, and the safe decision in iimerica is 
to be an infoimer* Teachers look around at what happens to non-informers and 
it ishaixi to decide* Must remember that this is a moral question, but we all 
tend to follow group standards* Why should a person be an informer? Did the 
Un-American activities Comm* come to Phila* to weed out incompetent teachers? 
No, they jicked out those active in the Teacher’s Unions vdio fought for lib- 
erty and safety for negroes and labor unions* It was an instance of police 
terror. Fascists were not called up? no, they came to Phila* to get the teach- 
ers union* I want to be a 1st class citicen and the Un-Amer* Activities com. 
wantted to crush and silence me, ^3nless I would be an informer* 26 teachers 
said, no, and that they would do the same if asked again* On Nov* 17th, I was 
not put on the stand in Phila,, I was taken to N*Y, to a small court where no- 
body much could hear me* I regret that Americans have forgotten what democracy 
and free schools mean* We must soon revert to freedom and say we won’t permit 
informers and will run them out of the schools* Teachers must not be allowed 
to be informers and no informers must be allowed to teach children* Then we 
can extend democracy* 

"DANIEL S* GEIIit4QR* author of ’Fear,, the Accuser,® said he drove from N* Y* 

All creative artists are teachers, the arts are teaching professions? paintex’ 
teaches how to see, musician how to hear, etc* Some educators teach what has 
happened in the past, believing that the present and the future are something 
to be afraid of. There is a tendency to try to shut up those educators who 
work on the frontiers of human thought- at the danger point. At that place, 
the unexpected is likely to happen and most people are afraid of the 
unexpected and think the only way is the good old way* Our country vas 
built by those vAio lived dangerously on the frontier, like the pioneers of 
1776 , vdien a highly subversive document was written in Phila, ■vdiich explored 
the frontiers of human relations. That very document was typed and circulated 
among the students on the campus in Madison, ¥is«? of the several thousand 
students, only 112 signed the docvmient? many did not know what it was, had 
never heard of the Declaration of Independence? and if they had, would have 
been afraid to sign anything. Why are people afraid to sign things now? It is 
as much our fault as theirs? we are uncertain how much we are willing to give 
up, of how strong or how right we are. But we are right, we know everything 
worth viiile is to be found on the frontier. Comfort, ease and relaxation must 
be given up? they are not good, I feel that the tide of confoimity and the 
insistence in sterilizing the germinating thoughts of American artists and ed- 
ucators has reached the flood and is about to be turned back* 
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•’Prof. JOHN CIARDI. a poet, said, I sin by being a teacher, setting myself up 
as being a madam of the arts. The arts; are in good shape, but nobody pays any 
attention. As a poet, I can say anything I want because nobody can be sure of 
what it means.

I 
had letters from Boston asking what I had been doing to get investigated by 
the FBI. The FBI typed out a poem and went to editors xd.th it; I walked out of 
the Catholic Church, and of course, they said, He®s an athiest. so he must be 
a communist. That shows the vray thav think and what they don’t know. I was in 
a plane that crashed, eveiybody was killed but, me- but as the rest were all 
Republicans, that was OK with me; I supported WALLACE at one time; they tried 
to get me fired from Harvard. I applied for a FuUbright and got all ready to go; 
then the State Dep’t. cancelled it. Workers for civil liberties don’t ask 
anything for themselves; so if you don’t like what you get, don’t come crying to 
me. Don’t ask to be secure. Artists are pioneers and are flexible. Widters are 
forced into expensive law suits and trials because they happen to own a book or two 
they are denied passports and have to return. WM. COLLINS WILLIAMS (?), a consult- 
ant on poetry in Library of Congress, was cut off by the State Dep’t. He was 
not damaged, but the Government of the U.S. was; the issue is to keep the U« S. 
from TTnpnvrishing itself by things like this. Pioneers in the aits can’t get 
their stuff hung in galleries or printed or played; all because of being under 
political suspicion. When intellectual freedom is gone, 'ttiere will be no arts; 
no art came from under Matzis or MOUSSIUNI or from Russia. Writers need new 
ideas. There is hope in the field of art; for example, I wrote a poem on G» B. 

SHAW and the New Yorker paid $150 for it_ 

’Dr. RUTMAN (?) Nat’l. Sec’y. of American Society of Scientists. By 
forcing silence on scientists and conformity, silence is forced in areas where 
the scientist can help the people. The scientist knows the danger to society 
of the use of nuclear weapons and is not allowed to speak out; he knows how 
Impossible it is to defend a city, the devastating effects of fear on ^ the men- 
tal health of the people. The scientist knows the dangers of automation as it 
affects labor;- but the scientist has to think twice before he says anything 
or he may lose his job. The public must demand that scientists be allowed to 
speak out about these things. This muzzling of scientists affects the interest 
of young people in becoming scientists; a blanket of fear over it.

We are over the htimp now, though; if we keep on we can re-establish 
bhe freedoms we had 40 years ago. It is still a crime to have the wrong associ- 
ates and down in Louisville there is a brazen infringement of human rights; 
a man is in jail because he can’t raise #40,000. No ordinary person would think 
lie committed any crime.

Walter immigration act passed over veto of Pres. Anti-Jew and anti-negro. Iiu- 
aunity act of 1954 for informers. The harm done by congressional investigations 
is great- the Un-American Activities coram. has caused many Americans to lose 
bheir positions and livelihood. Many over-estimate the advance in civil rights. 
Non-segregation in the schools still leaves the state laws to contend with; 
this applies to the right to enter meeting places. Negro soldiers in the South 
cant go to church, to a restaurant or movie with their white comrades. They 
are permitted to live only in blighted areas and the resistance to non-segre- 
gation is cairied on artfully so that helping negroes looks like c.ommunism. 
jUie stx*uggle for civil rights and for civil liberties is the same. Those in 
Delaware ■vdio fought against non— segregation were antiSec^tic as well as anti- 
negro and anti-communist. 
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»Io F. STOME. Before the war the conimunist cry could not stop the New Deal; 
after the war, suspicion of Russia and fear of communism prevailed and the 
witch-hunt was on- in a time of prosperity for some. It was a shrwed witch- 
hunt- it did not attack labor, Jews or Negroes directly but indirectly through 
those \^t^o aided them. But a change has come because more and more people are 
being hurt. People are like sheep; it is a conservation country so non-confor- 
mity has been hard. There is need for people to fight for civil liberties and 
for the light of gpoMuiiists to speak. There is a readiness to listen to liber- 
als that there wasn’t 4 years ago; rights have suddenly become real again and 
we’re going to win those rights.

I attended Porimi #3 concerning Passports J LEONARD^rS^ 
"Boudin was chairman. Attorney H/iRRY LEVITAN stated 
that legal American citizens have always been denied 
a passport. The state has no right to refuse any 
citizen a passport because at that rate civil rights 
would bo just for a few people. This privilege was 
not only taken away from the foreign born but also 
from the native born Americans, They give you a 
passport and then tell you that you can't go hero 
or there. As an American citizen, you have the 
right to go anywhere at any time. 
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"Dr, OTTO H\THi\N stated that if an individual 
wanted to bo deported and no co^mtry would accept 
him then you must carry a card^ report to government 
officials every so often, tell thorn your associates, 
etc. The reason the average person does not stand 
up and fight for a passport is that he’ll bo branded 
as an undesirable and he’d rather forgot the whole 
affair than be called an undesirable,

Dinner per person 
was $7»50 by reservation^ Organization and administration 
of the dinner and speeches was excellent. The food was 
very poor in quality and the service was equally poor, 
but no doubt due in part to the very over_crowded (jammed) 
seating arrangement. Drinks were available at extra cost, 

A scroll of the Bill of Rights was at each setting, one for 
each person. 

^ Harvey O'Conner acted as the M.O, on the 
rostrum. No one was seated on the rostrum except when 
another person spoke from the rostrum, Harvey O'Conner 
was seated in the only chair on the rostrum, I recall that 
the- only other speakers on the rostrum were an elderly 
lady (name unknown) who also conducted the collections, 
and Owen Lattimore, Mr, Clark Foreman was on the rostrum on 
one or two occasions, but only for the purpose of making 
a short announcement or handing a note to Harvey O'Conner,

Owen Lattimore. Owen Lattimore initially paid high tribute 
to the following three men for their work:

Lattimore said that the war between Russia 
and Finland in 1939 was a result of "Fear of Infection" . 

An exact explanation as to the meaning of this statement 
was not made. Lattimore said that F. D. Roosevelt's 
instructions to him were to advise Chiang Kai--shek to 
plan with a view of Russian Victory in spite of the fact 
that U. S. Military advisors told F. D. Roosevelt that 
Russia would be defeated. Owen Lattimore recalled an 
incident when he tuned in on the Voice of America while he 
was overseas and he interpreted the broadcast as pothing 
more than a lot of name calling. "The program, given in the 
Russian language, was designed not so much to convert, but 
rather to put off the Russians," according to Mr, Lattimore. 

Mr. Lattimore said that a Japanese Admiral 
taught Indonesian youths Marxism for release and exploitation 
and infiltration in the far East. 

Owen Lattimore said that a diplomatic career pian 
in Asia must be acceptable to the Republicans and a 
knowledge of Asia is not necessajry.

"¥7m Morrie or Maury of Detroit? was the chai 3 mian of the panel. 

"Present = Maury, Novack of Ford local 5 ^ 600 -UAW, Rose Churnin, 
Saul Grossman, Sue Adams, Joe Petraus, John Guzas, Menen Tfille ?^, Tom 
Dombrowski, present about 20 persons. 

"A short movie was shown on life of Jim Matles, and discussion 
followed. Wm Mauiy spoke about the Fred Vi^illiams case, his own local came 
to his defense, because he had good follovring there. 

"Novak suggested we begin to fight for certain people bj'’ 
involving 2 or 3 persons at first, then get more. Truman himself 
called the McCarran Law unfair, vicious. Pres. Isenhov/er called the 
law unfair, but Sen. Joe McCarthy only said - get this man deported 
in case of Matles, if you speak out you are subversive. Rose Chernin, 
in L.A., there are 130 deportee cases from 57 trade union;::locals, not 
any particular one union as you may think, "with this law, no one is safe. 

"It was decided to bring various cases to the attention of the 
membership.

recently, growing out of this case, partly because she is a v/hite woman 
is married to a Negro, To her defense 20 UAW locals became part of her 
defense committee with many individuals, t/Sio found out the facts in 
her case. 

’•Rose Chernin was introduced by Abner Green as director of 
Los Axi^eles - South - West Committee, She mentioned that her area has 
130 deportation cases out of 3^0 for all United States, this is a little 
bit too much even for folks of Los Angeles, The deportees represent many 
different nationalities and labor unions, etc, 

••Not long agr^ we called a workshop meeting, to which 1^0 people 
came, at this meeting we compiled a document on local c3-ses and distributed 
before gates of 25 shops, as a public service. This leaflet was well 
received, it was popularly Tfritten m-tii a labor tie - in, _ addressed^ 
to Kilgore committee to repeal the McCarran Law, The L.A, civil liberties 
union published a pamphlet on McCarran Law, and asked our committee yo 
help distribute it. A Jewish Community council had a meeting at which 
500 delegates showed-up, this council is well co-ordinated and is doing 
good work on repeal, 

••Civil liberties union held a conference on the Walter-^McCarran 
law. The L.A. committee were invited by a powerful democrat to write a 
series of articles on the McCarran Law under our signature in a local news-r 
paper. Our annual budget for operating the organization is $50,000« 
Recently we had a banquet to raise funds for defense lawyers, and 1,100 
delegates paid $15,00 a plate with several hundred people turned away. 
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“David Huen case after 6 years of hard fighting 'vvill come-up 
before the Supreme Court. On his behalf the committee send out 5,000 
letters, stating his case, and had 750 responses and raised .§7,500. 

”Ih the Du jar case 5000 letters also had been send out vdiich 
brought^in responses of 850 people and over §8,500 had been collected for 
his defense fund, and iiiese letters in both cases were sent to tiie most 
prominent people in the LcA. area. The committee publishes bulletin and 
many pamphlets, and distributes it as a public service. In our area the 
Mexican population is hardest hit, constantly under surveillance by the 
Immigration authorities in their homes, at work, this life under gestapo 
police methods, extends over the entire Mexican population in - 

il.50,000 people. There is no due process of the lavf in their cases, and a 
million a year Mexican nationals are displaced annually in the South-

The Emergency Civil Liberty Committee held a 
public rally at Carnegie Hall on Wednesday^ March 28 j 1956, 
at 8:30 pm to Wednesday, March 28, 1956, at 8:30 pm to 
10:45 pm.

The chairman of this rally was Mr. J. Raymond 
Walsh who Introduced all the speakers. Mr. Walsh stated that 
the Smith Act roust be repealed. He traced the history of 
the Smith Act from 1940 to present and told how this Act was 
applied to the top Communist Leaders, who were sent to jail. 
Mr. Walsh stated that today the U.S. Gov’t, is testing the 
Smith Act to determine whether it can be applied to the 
C.P. membership, E.C.L.C. is dedicated to repeal the 
Smith Act and I’estore the freedom of human mind.

J. Raymond Walsh the chairman of the rally opened 
with a few introductory remarks and introduced the speakers. 

JAMES IMBRIE* was introduced as a retired Wall 
St. Broker, and one of -the foimders of the ECLGi In his 
speech Mr. Imbrie defined the committee as one composed”' 
not of Communists but rather of Liberals who did not wish to 
see the current attacks on civil liberties go unchallenged.

To the West, Soviet education has ap- 
peared “tough and formidable’’ (Dorothy. 
Thompson, Ladies Home Journal, 2/66). 
Ten-year school, now being inade com- 
pulsory throughout the U.S.S.R., is equiv- 
alent in time to our eight grades plus 
Junior high. But graduates of Soviet ten- 
year schools have had five years of phys- 
ics: four of chemistry; six of a second 
language (usually English, French or 
German); ten of arithmetic and mathe-

Czech critics run into official impatience

. way as to offend many who might have been won 
over by sober presentation.”

How the same people could 
excuse Slansky and the -^doctor’s plof and at the 
same time carry on the Rosenberg campaign as 
they did calls for political psychiatry.” 

■the record should show that during the 
» " campaign that L JFi? Sto ne now decries, one 
of his contributionstoVTCa^'consideration” and 
“sober presentation” was a column in the Daily 
Compass of Oct. 15, 1952, in which he recom- 
mended 30 years’ imprisonment for the Rosen- 
bergs, after saying: “I have never been persuaded 
that the case was a frame-up.” This judgment 
was not based on analysis of the evidence, for 
Stone conceded after the Rosenbergs had lieen 
executed that he had never read the trial record. 
Thus his conviction of their guilt was a matter of 
personal divination. 

It was the NATIONAL GUARDIAN which open- 
ed up the campaign in behalf of the Rosenbergs, 
not because of a Communist decision to conduct 
such a campaign, but precisely because not the 
Communist Party, nor the Daily Compass, for 
which I. P. Stone then wrote, nor any other agency 
or individual except the stricken couple’s lawyers 
and family, had taken steps toward examination 
• of the trial record, public weighing of the evi- 
' dence or rooting out the perjuries, criminal mis- 
' representations and uneven-handed justice by 



which their convictions and, unprecedented sen- 
tences were obtained. 

To state now, as Stone does, that “the Rosen- 
bergs were treated a good deal more fairly here 
than Slansky and other Jewish victims of Stalin 
justice” is demogagic word-slinging at the mean- 
est level. To calumniate the world outcry In^be- 
half of the Rosenbergs, yet lament the lack of 
such in behalf of Slansky and victims of possible 
injustice elsewhere, does indeed call for political 
psychiatry. 

QN THE SOBELL campaign. Stone says that the 
“letter of Bertrand RusseU’s . . . with its com- 
parison of Nazi and FBI ‘atrocities’ is in the 
strident and hysterical tradition ot the Rosenberg 
campaign. Jean-Paul Sartre’s . . . was not much 
better.” In the current motion for a new trial, 
now going up to a higher court on appeal from 
.trial Judge Kaufman’s first-round denial, “false 
hopes were stimulated, false Impressions giv- 
en . . .” Stone finds himself “afraid that Judge 
Kaufman has the better of the argument.” 

In that argument Sobell’s attorneys asked only 
for a new trial which can be held in an atmos- 
phere less charged with the passions which surely 
Stone must recognize made Justice unlikely if not 
impossible. Most people, it seems, would applaud- 
such an objective and cheer every move in that 
direction. If Stone or others wish to play the 
lawyer, though, there are solid points of law to 
consider. For example, the Sobell brief demon- 
strates something that could not have been pre- 
sented during the original trial: a governmental 
intent to offer evidence it knew to be false. 

The government and Judge Kaufman now 
admit that Sobell was kidnaped from Mexico and 
that the jury was told that he was “deported.” 
Yet Judge Kaufman has ruled — and Stone ap- 
parently concurs — that the meaning of “de- 
ported” can be stretched to include a kidnaping, 
and therefore the jury was not misled. 

COBELL’S CASE does not hang on even that 
legal point. But in American law it Is enough 
to find one point on which the jury could be 
wrongly Informed to warrant a new trial. At that 



new trial the guilt or innocence of Sobell could bs 
properly argued. 

Stone concedes that in the Rosenberg case “the 
discovery of the console table [which the GUARD- 
IAN discovered, by the way] merited a new trial.” 
Indeed, in a new trial the true origin and physical 
details of the table would have demonstrated a 
skein of^ perjury and misrepresentation which 
was among the most damaging and false evidence 
against the Rosenbergs. 

Yet the evidence of willful misrepresentation 
in the Sobell case is insufficient, says Stone, to 
warrant a new trial and the Sobell defense “will 
have to do better if it is to free him.” 

Painful as it is to write this editorial, we think 
it necessary to offset possible disaffection and 
discouragement among people who- find them- 
selves the target in a blind and spleenful buck- 
shot “reappraisal.” 

RECOMMEND in the Sobell matter that you 
" string along with Elmer Davis, Waldo Frank, 
Dr. Harold C. Urey and 58 others who recently 
wrote in a letter to President Eisenhower: 

“We do not press upon you, Mr. President, the 
question of Morton Sobell’s innocence or guilts 
for we ourselves are not of one mind on that issue. 
Our faith in pur democratic system of justico 
assures us that the truth will ultimately be 
established. 

“We believe it is vit&,l that our nation safeguard 
its security, but it is-, important that we do not 
permit this concern to lead us astray from our 
traditions of justice and humanity. In this light 
we further believe that Morton Sobell’s continued 
Imprisonment does not serve our nation’s interest 
or security. 

“Therefore, most respectfully and earnestly, 
Mr, President, we look to you to exercise your 
executive authority either by asking the Attorney 
General to consent to- a new trial for Morton 
Sobell or by the granting of Executive Pardon or 
Commutation. We take the liberty of urging your 
personal attention to this matter.”
